In the proposal sent by the Delimitation Commission in respect of the (24) 
Mandla (ST) Parliamentary Constituency combining 192 Bargi Assembly consti¬ 
tuency of Jabalpur district having no tribals, 

1. In my prop-■ al, I have in hided my proposed 210 Ghansore (ST) assembly 
constituency of f>oni district. By inclusion of this (ST) constituency, tribal 

(U»7) 
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percentage of 24 Mandla Parliamentary Constituency increased to above 60 per 
cent instead of 52.08 per cent i.e. more tribal eoncentration in 24 Mandla (ST) 
parliamentary constituency. 

2. I have excluded 192 Bargi assembly constituency in Jabalpur district from 
24 Mandla (ST) Parliamentary Constituency as no tribals in it. Secondly only 
one end of Kundam RIC is connected with Mandla, district and other two RIC 
Khamaria and Bargi are only approachable if one goes through Jabalpur town 
i.e., about 20 miles to pass through Jabalpur Constituency. 

3. Hence I proposed inclusion of 192 Bargi assembly constituency in 26 Seoni 
Parliamentary Constituency. 

4. Thirdly I proposed inclusion of my proposed 210 Ghansore assembly consti¬ 
tuency from 26 Seoni Parliamentary Constituency and inclusion qf 192 Bargi 
assembly constituency in Jabalpur district which is contiguous.
